m any people accept their theory that a higher wage law and higher prices 
for the farmers m eans just that m uch more for everybody. 
When the 
president, therefore, says that ’rive' must push the national incom e up to 
$100.009.000.000 it W’ould seem to m any people that such a state of bliss 
would mean just twice as much for each of us as we have today. 
Assuming, however, that the national income could be doubled by 
the governm ent, and that each would get its share—two very doubtful 
propositions- the picture Is not as alluring as it looks. 
After all real 
wages cannot be m easured in dollars or cents, but m ust be judged by 
the purchasing power of the dollar. 
If a m a n s wages are doubled and
